HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Dyeing of flowers, grasses, and mosses. 
These are to be steeped in fresh water to which 
one tenth part of nitric acid has been added, 
also the color desired in the form of powder 
and in proper proportions for the required 
tone. They are afterwards dried. Aniline 
colors must be dissolved in alcohol before being 
added to the water. Certain flowers require 
special processes. Immortelles, to which a 
bright color is given by borax, should be dipped 
in boiling water. In securing yellow for these 
picric acid should be used instead of nitric 
acid ; also for a lemon hue for flowers, grasses 
and mosses. For blue, the water should be 
kept at boiling point five minutes, and a few 
drops of sulphuric acid added, together with 
the coloring. Violet Is produced by adding to 
the water equal parts of equal parts of violet 
and blue; violet by equal parts of fuchsine 
aud aniline violet, red by fuchsine. 

Decoration of show rooms. Ample area 
and abundant light is not 6uflicient for Bhow 
rooms, particularly those containing goods that 
appeal to artistic taste. Color, instead of the 
vacuity of white is coming increasingly into 
use, forming, whether in painting or wall- 
paper, an attractive background. The fear 
that colors on wall and ceiling tends to inter- 
fere with the attractiveness of articles, even of 
dress tissues and carpets, is purely fanciful. 
Instead of shunning color, we have but to ex- 
ercise judicious care In its selection, arrange- 
ment and proportions, to secure the happiest 
effects. 

Illuminated glass paintings. A narrow 
tin case, freed with a gilded frame having a 
groove behind the same to admit of tbe inser- 
tion of a sheet of glass on which is painted in 
transparent colors a landscape or marine view, 
is arranged to hold caudle lights within. These 
lights either in daytime or with interior arti- 
ficial light imparts a soft and pleasing vivacity 
to the scene. The device is German and is easy 
of construction- 
Furnishing hardware. The use of bard- 
ware of low grades for door-handles, locks, 
finger-plates, sash chains, window guards and 
fastenings, &c. of rooms is happily becoming 
less common. It is found that the best economy 
on the part of houseowners is to render these 
as sightly as possible, as well as of good mater- 
ial and thorough workmanship.

Painters in olden times. It was cus- 
tomary in Flanders and even in the best 
periods of art in Italy for the painter to be 
connected with the court and be a member of 
the suite of moDarchs and princes, receiving a 
stated salary.

He was served in his 
own suite of apartments by domestics in livery. 

Art Productions. If the canon laid down 
by an ancient art writer that what is not beau- 
tiful has no right to exist, were carried into 
practice, what a smash would ensue of much 
so-called ornamental and decorative art. All 
productions showing poverty of invention and 
awkwardness of arrangement with myriads of 
senseless combinations would be sacrificed. 

Seeds as ornaments. Horticulturists are 
positively besieged for handsome seeds of ex- 
otic and native plants to be worked in with em- 
broidered flowers, or with divisional bauds of 
screens, or to deck the covers of card boxes,

axes. 

Miniature cabinets. Among choice 
knick-knacks for boudoir and similar use are 
small cabinets with masking doors inside of 
doors— subtleties of craftsmanship with interior 
arrangements concealed, the whole of accurate 
and refined execution. 

Removal of rust from metal. Rust on 
metallic mountings of furniture is singularly 
unsightly. To remove it, first coat the surface 
with sweet oil, and after two days rub with a 
piece of felt steeped in the oil ; then with pow- 
dered unslacked lime. 

Chinese and Japanese embroidery. The 
Chinese excel the Japanese in beauty of em- 
broidery, but the Japanese triumph in the 
combination of colors.

To make size. Practically, size is merely 
?lue so much diluted with water that it does 
not (at least for a very long time) harden in 
the mass, but preserves a jellified condition, 
and is thus sold in barrels. A better kind is 
however supplied, made into very thin square 
cakes like glue, which is principally used for 
sizing wood which has been stained, or for re- 
fined purposes. Parchment size is the best for 
distemper colors, and is made in the following 
manner : Place a quantity of parchment cut- 
tings in an iron kettle, cover them with water, 
and allow them to soak thoroughly ; from 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours will he required 
for this purpose, and should the water have 
been abborbed, more must be added The 
whole must then be boiled for about six hours, 
during which the scum which rises must be 
removed. It is afterwards to be 6trained 
through a coarse cloth. Size prepared in the 
following manner will keep good for several 
weeks: Dissolve three or four ounces of alum 
In boiling water, and add the solution to every 
pailful ; boil and strain the size a second time, 
and set in a cool place. 

Prevention of worm in wood work. 
The ravages of worms and insects are among 
the principal causes of the destruction of tim- 
ber. Some woods are more subject than others 
to be destroyed by them, such as alder, beech, 
birch, and in general all soft woods of which 
the juices are of a saccharine nature. Aerainst 
the common worm oil of spike is said to be an 
excellent remedy ; and oil of juniper, or of 
turpentine, will prevent them in some degree. 
A free use of linseed oil is a good preservative, 
and so is a covering of copal varnish ; but 
these can be applied to small articles only. 
Another application is sulphur which has been 
immersed in nitric acid and distilled to dry- 
ness, which, being exposed to the air, dissolves 
into" an oil; the parts to be secured from the 
worm are to be annointed with this oil, which 
does not give an unpleasant odor to the wood. 
Lime is an excellent prevention against the 
worm, and sap-wood should always be impreg- 
nated with it when used in a dry situation. As 
worms do not attack bitter woods, soaking 
wood in an iufusion of quassia has been trierl. 
and is said to have the desired effect.

Alabaster. Gorgeous alabaster foliage 
vases are among Italian importations. The 
material for ornamental objects would be re- 
ceived with more favor but that machinery is 
largely used in the cutting, thus taking it out 
of the sphere of sculpture. Then, again, the 
forms to appear to full advantage should be 
between the spectator and strong artificial 
light. 

Wood carving:. Good wood carving has 
directness and ease and life about it. To obtain 
this life or swing rests with the carver more 
than with the designer; delicacy and other 
qualities must result from the skillful hand- 
ling of his tools.

Bronze busts. Among latest importations 
are exquisite bronze busts and full male and 
female figures treated in polychrome as to 
raiment, a treatment especially suiting Asiatic 
characters, with rich and brilliant head dress 
and shoulder cloths, even the texture of which 
is imitated and which contrast admirably with 
the brown, golden hue of the metal. There is 
a felicity of expression in gesture and faces 
indicative of Oriental character. The bronze 
art, indeed, would seem now-a-days to have 
advanced in sculpture. 

Marine inkstand. Among many fanciful 
inkstands is one consisting of a concha shell 
mounted on two bronze tortoises. Above the 
pink tinted lip of the shell are fixed the glass 
inkbottles in frames of gilded wire, the out- 
spread recess below being utilized for pen- 
holders. 

Tasty paper weight. Ordinary water- 
chafed stones of light gray hue, and in form of 
irregular ovals, with undulatory surface or fis- 
sures, are adorned with ceramic groups of 
small flowers, mosses and weeds, making ele- 
gant, fanciful paper weights. 

Boudoir case. There is a mounted spiked 
ball of polished steel, the projections serving 
for hanging rings. The ball opens out in 
middle, and so provides a receptacle for 
trinkets. 

Gilding: without gilt. Brass or bronze 
articles may be apparently gilded by a varnish 
composed of eighty grains gumlac, twenty- 
four grains dragon blue and five grains tumeric 
mixed with alcohol and applied with a sponge.

Varnish dfor photographers. M. Dumas 
recommends, in order to prevent the deteriora- 
tion of photographic drawings, that a boiling 
solution of one part of dextrine in five parts of 
water should be poured upon the plates, which 
will deposit a thin coat of varnish sufficient 
to effect the desired object. 

Table decoration. A somewhat deep din- 
ner plate will display very effectively cut 
flowers by having the outer portion hidden iu 
moss and the edge set with sprigs of drooping 
f eras. The Pterio selulata fern, also the violet 
fern will be appropriate. 

Novel cases. Ornamental leather in color 
and gilded diaper forms is closely similated in 
ceramic articles taking the forms of four-sided 
receptacles, open at the top and curling over at 
upper corners, thus suggesting the suppleness 
of the material. 

Oak varnish. D ssolve three and a hall 
pounds clear, pale resin and one gallon oil of 
turpentine, or mix four pounds clear Venice 
turpentine and five pounds oil of turpentine. 
Both are good common varnishes for wood or 
metal.

To get rid of smell of paint. (1.) Place 
a vessel full of lighted charcoal in the middle 
of the room, and throw on it two or three hand- 
fuls of juniper berries, shut the windows, the 
chimney, and the door close ; twenty-four 
hours afterwards the room may be opened. 
when it will be found that the sickly and un- 
wholesome smell will have left. The smoke of 
the juniper berries possesses this advantage, 
that should anything be left in the room, such 
as tapestry, &c, it will not be in any way in- 
jured. 

(2. J Plunge a handful of hay into a pail of 
water, and let it stand in the newly painted 
room. 

(3.) Fill three or four tubs with about 
eight gallons of water, and an ounce of vitriol- 
ic acid, and place them in the newly painted 
room near the wainscot. The water will absorb 
the effluvia from the paint in about three days ; 
but it should be renewed each day^duriog that 
time. 

Glove-leather size. Take one-half pound 
of the cuttings of white glove-leather, put them 
into water and allow them to steep for about 
twelve hours ; add about six quarts of water, 
and allow the mixture to boil down to one 
quart ; strain and allow to cool. 

Etching Varnish. Take of white wax 
two ounces, black and Burgundy pitch each 
half ounce. Melt together, adding by degrees 
two ounces powdered asphaltum. Boil until a 
drop taken out on a plate will break when cold. 
Pour into warm water, and make into small 
balls for use.
